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I. SOURCE: DESCRIPTION AND VITAL STATISTICS 



This report should be reed in conjunction with Preliminary Infor- 
mation Report on GIRG, Walter, Reference Number S022/USDIC/PC5, dated 
10 October 19h5, this Headquarters , Personal description and a short 
biography arc included therein . 

According to Source, he conceived of a plan in 1 9hh of assembling 
groups of Gorman volunteers who would execute long-range ' intelligence 
missions and thus enable the Gorman High Command to be on its retard 
against Russian surprise attacks and give it time to retreat. 

Accordingly, on 1 August 1 9hh he was transferred to the school of 
the Jaeger Eattalion £02, later to be incorporated into the SS Jagdver- 
baondc. His commander at that time was SS Sturmbannfuchrcr SKORZENY, 
who also headed the SS Jagdverbaendo. 

• He completed his special training and demolition schooling quickly, 
and on 26 August received orders for his first mission, a Rcichsauftrag 
(mission from the Supreme Command), transmitted to him by SKORZENY. 

The mission was called "LANDFRIED" and has also been named ^Unternohmen 
GIRG 11 . GIRG returned from this mission in September and went to a hos- 
pital because of wounds incurred* AY ter his release from the hospital 
he received the ,J Ritterkrcuz u for his accomplishments and a six-v/eoks 
leave * 

By. the time ho returned for duty at the beginning of January 1 9h$ 
the SS Jagdverbaendo had been organized, r/ith Jaeger Battalion 502 in- 
corporated. GIRG belonged to Jagdverband ilitte, but was with his 
organization only a short time before he left again on 1 February 19h$, 
with a new mission# - He remained behind Russian lines until March, then 
became embroiled in the fighting at IColbcrg with another outfit until 
'April# On 1$ April the SS Jagdverbaendo ceased to exist as such, and 
GIRG was already busying himself rath othor resistance plans, which 
. never materialized# 

Thus i.t is soon from the above account that Source spent very 
little actual time dri’ihG'SS Jagdverbaendo as such, and his knowledge 
of its inner functions is limited. Ho was attached to then on paper, 
but constantly away on missions. 
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II.. JAEGER BATTALION g02 

A. FORMATION 

It was noticed carl}* in the war by the German High Command that 
long-range reconnaissance behind the enemy lanes often yielded valuable 
intelligence information. Frequently, during the over-changing tactical 
situations individual German soldiers or small units had become separated 
from the main body as much as 200 kilometers, and their observations 
furnished the intelligence officers of the divisions Y/ith important 
information. 

Apart from tho ordinary Frontaufklacrungstruppen a certain number 
of groups were formed to undertake these long-range reconnaissance, 
special mission, and sabotage operations. 

After SS Oborsturmbannfuohrer SICORZENT had liberated MUSSOLINI 
that year he received the additional assignment of establishing a 
battalion of German volunteers to be used for special missions, and 
Jaeger Battalion f>02 ms formed for that purpose* in the fall of l?l*3« 
Every man was to receive special and varied training horcscback 
riding, driving all kinds of vehicles, flying, parachute jumping, etc. 

The battalion y/as activated in the Castle Fricdcnthal in Sachscnhausen 
and placed directly under Amt VI s of the RSHA. It consisted of a 
staff company, a Number One Company, and a Number Two Company, with 
cadrcmen coming form the Faff cn SS. 

B. . OPERATIONS 

Jaeger Battalion 5>02 decided for the first time to establish a 
number of “Trupps 1 !. which would undertake long-range reconnaissance 
and combino it v/ith sabotage. The trupps were purely military units 
and did not operate as, for example, agents who established themselves 
in certain areas and remained there. The trupps generally camped. in 
wooded areas for three or four weeks, then returned to their own lines. 
For better camouflage they were dressed in civilian clothes or in enemy 
uniforms and spoke, the language of the area. A trupp was never stronger 
• than 2^ men and consisted entirely of Goman and foreign volunteers in 
a proportion of tyro Gomans to one foreigner. 

They worked in the following manner: The trupp was divided into 

four sections of six men each, working independently, and the sections 
wore to later meet at previously designated rendezvous points. They 
roamed a certain, part of the area, made their reconnaissance missions, 
and delivered their messages at the rendezvous point, from whore they 
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v/erc transmitted by radio to the amy c war, '.and, V/hcn a largo target 
was to bo destroyed the entire trupp was mobilized for the task. The 
intelligence missions were generally facilitated by contacts vath members 
of the local population vrfio acted as informers* ^very such contact vath 
civilians was to bo executed by moons of the let tor-box system. Every 
trupp was directed to new targets by means of radio. (When the SS Jagd- 
, verbaende, see below, wore formed those missions continued to bo executed 
and perfected by the different sub-sections.) 

Ill . THE SS JAGDVE RBAENDE 



A. FORMATION 

The need for more units such as the Jaeger Battalion £02 vras soon, 
apparent. Thus in October 1$>1*1* the SS Jagdverbaende were formed, still 
under the lcadcrsip of SKORZEUY . The special groups were commanded by 
one staff and were drawn from the following units: Jaegerbatt alien f>02, 
which was reorganized and became Jagdverband Fitto; Fallschirm jaeger- 
battalion £00, which became Falls chi rra jacgorbattali on 600, a part of 
the SS Jagdverbaende; parts of the Regiment Brandenburg, split up among 
the various Jagdverbaende; peart of the Kaapfgcschwadcr 200, split up 
among the various Jagdverbaende; and parts of the uccrcskampfschwimmer, 
which became the Flusskampfschrmnner, an organic part of the SS Jagdver- 
baendc. 

SXORZENY had received permission to recruit as many as 5; 000 men, 
but only Jagdverband Kittc achieved its full complement by the end of 
19hh* Jagdverbaende Ost, Sued, Ford Vfest, and Sued Vfcst were about 
70 % complete at that time. The main items lacking wore a sufficient, 
number of weapons and equipment. At the end of l?Ui the battalion 
strength was about 1*00.

V. THE* MISSION LANDFRIED (UNTERNEHI iSN" GIRO) 



a. frep/j*attons 



On 26 August 19l|lj GIRO received from his immediate commander, SS 
Obcrsturinbannfuehror SKORZENY, a top secret order for the ’■Kission 
LANDFRIED 11 . . 

The mission was the following: Subject vras to leave with six 
airplanes and 35 men and land in the area of Temesburg. They were to 
carry extra weapons which were to bo distributed among the civilian 
population, to organize the local population and thus establish a 
defensive line between Temesburg and Kronstadt. This action was 
supposed to halt the advance of the Russians and Roumanians until 
Gera an troops could rcliovc the group. 

The equipment was very defective, and the time for preparation was 
very short, GIRG and his non travelled by rail with their equipnont 
and arrived in Vienna, where Obersturmbannfuehrer VANECK of Ant VI c of 
the RSKA gave Source further orders. The airplanes were standing ready 
at the Vienna airdrome. Subject worked one day in* 'the offices of 
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Section VI o and evaluated all reports concerning tho order of battle, 
and the positions of the enemy. 

It was then decided to arrange a new mission quickly when another 
unit tiircatcnod to take a** ray tho group's six airplanes. GIRG rccoivcdy 
permission to orocccd inr.icdia.toly. Vixth his nan and forty Germon-Rou- 
manians, who had been recruited fron the SS Frontlcitstollc Vienna, he 
flow- to Nouhurg via Debrecen. There the men were, transported in snail 
trucks . to a snail, frontier village, end Source net SS General PFLEPS, 
who commanded oh Amy in this particular area and who agreed completely 
with Source's plans. 

b. the filial fl;jis 

The new plans wore as follows: There were to bo three reconnaissance 

and sabotage groups: 

1. The eastern trupp, under the command of SS Obcrscharfuohrer 
FRITSCH, was to cannit sabotage in the passes about 70 kilometers 
south of Kronstadt, malco a reconnaissance, and then cone back with the 

. remainder of the raen. 

2. The central trupp, under GIRG's command, was to operate from 
Hermannstadt up to tho Rotenturm Pass rath tho same mission, sabotage 
and long range reconnaissance. 

3* The vfcstern trupp, under the command of SS Obcrscharfuohrer 
HAHN, would operate as far as Xlausburg and 20 kilometers * to the south, 
with the identical mission. '

On the night of 9 September 19 Mj the group again travelled by train 
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in the direction of the front. From Schacrzburg they marched for 35 
kilometers towards the main line of resistance, constantly in the imme- 
diato vicinity of the Russian advancing columns. They advanced so 

quickly that they arrived in Nades in a Rumanian depot. GIRG's group i 

was mistaken for Rumanian stragglers who had left their Gorman units. i 

Their equipment was scorched, and the weapons were found. One of the 

men managed to escape immediately thcroo-ftcr. The Russians soon arrived, 

and the group was immediately condemned to death. They had to stand 

against a small tree and twenty Russian wore ordered to execute then. 

. GIRG, however, managed to flee after being shot into the head 
and having his foot perforated by another bullet. .Notwithstanding his 

wounds, he marched 20 kilometers until ho reached the Gorman linos , 

and made all of his reports. His comrades were presumably killed. .■ 

GIRG was immediately brought to the array ccrraandcr and made a more 
complete report comprising political, military, and social intelligence. 

Ho had found out through his reconnaissance mission that the Russians j 

. intended pushing over KLausenburg with fresh armored troops and with 
anti-tank artillery.. Because the array commander was informed of this ■■ 

news ho was able to reform his lines and avoid cncirclcneiit. y I

Tho group, con- 
sisting of 53 men and two officers, left with a few days ration, poor 
winter clothing, no explosives, very few maps, one radio set, end some 
small anas, ’.'/"ion on 13 February 19k5 the group lost its only radio 
sot, the work of the mission as such was ended, and the non tried to 
return to the German linos. They reached the town of Kolburg,: which was 
then encircled by the Red Army on 15 liar eh 19k$- 

The commanding officer of the torm accused Sourco and his men of 
. being members of the "Scidlitz Movement". The reason for this accusation 
was based on: (1) tho capture of the Soidlitz agents who infiltrated 
into Kolburg the day before j (2) tho thought by the commander of the 
town that it was impossible to pass tho Russian and German H.L.R. without 
being recognized. Source was sentenced to death but released a few 
■ day3 later when recognized by other German officers. He then was ordered 
to defend a sector of the fortress city of Kolburg. 

At tho end of March Source returned to "Jngdvcrband Hitte" and 
did not participate in any mission thereafter. 

VII. TOTAL EINSATZ (SUICIDE- MISSION) 

A. THE . GERMAN VERSION 

The German High Command first conceived the idea of Total Einsatz 
after noting its employment by tire Japanese in the form of the Kamikaze 
suicide units. The Germans, however, did not have complete Einsatz such 
.■ as that of. the Japanese. There was a possibility of completing dan- 
gerous missions and still saving the lives of personnel. 

No actual German unit was entirely Committed to Total Einsatz. 
.Instead, it was mainly a matter of individual volunteers offering to 
perform special missions. Several different units wore provided for 
", those Total Einsatz volunteers - tho Jagdvorbaendo, the Hecrcskampf- 

schwimmor, and Kanpfgoschwader 200 - but tho specific units wore not : 
composed entirely of these non, although one of than, Kanpfgoschwader 
. 200, was originally formed along thoso linos. 

B. 1GT ■ PFGES CHTADER 200 

In the summer of 19i4j the Gorman Luftwaffe established this unit 
, . of volunteers who were ready to execute any Total Einsatz by means of 
pursuit planes, which would ran into enemy torpedo planes, or dive 
gliders. The Kanpfgoschwader 200 was also to provide airplanes to drop 
agents in tho rear of enemy linos, 
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Tho suicidal ram lag of enemy planes was acc jmpishod successfully 
several time.", bi’.u the dive gliders, although constructed, wore never 
used. 

A final expovir ent of the uompfgoschwndar 200 was the parachuto 
ball, wliich contained two agents to be dropped on a mission. After 
landing thoy vrould destroy the ball. Tho mission of tho agents was 
sabotage and to create general confusion behind the enemy lines. 

c. the FLussiif iPFsq-r^ : ;ra 

Tho Gorman Navy established tho first unit of Karine sabotage 
(Uccrcskorapfschramor) in 19U3 . The volunteers were equipped with spe- 
cial rubber suits and diving apparatus, rath steel cutters and demolition 
loads,, with which they wore to swim towards the target from a distanco 
of about twenty Idlomotcrs. As soon as they arrived at -tho target they 
wero to attach the demolition equipment and its timo fuses against tho 
target and leave as soon as possible. 

■ TJhcn tho SS Jagdverbaendo wero formed they had among their missions 
the demolition of. river bridges. For that purpose river sabotage 
groups wero organized, called tho Flus s kampf s chwimmer and drawn fren 
the units of the Hccrcskampfschwirimcr. A group consisted of six men 
, who could operate in tho water for about ton hours and execute their 
mission by night if necessary. The training school for tho Flusskampf- 
schwimracr was in Vienna. 

VIII. SCHUTZKORPS A LPE NLAND- (SKA) 

.. On 15 April 1 9h$ the SS Jagdverbaende ceased to exist under that 
• •title, and were renamed Schutzkops Alpenland (SKA), with the aim of

However., its rccogniti on as an underground resistant movement fostered 
by the SS.Jagdycrbacndc was limited by tho fact that it was perpetrated
